Henry B. Lucas, one of the most 
widely known and highly respected 
men in the county, died at his home 
on North Harrison street, last night 
at 
o’clock of senility. 
He had been 
in very feeble health for about a year 
and had gradually declined. 
He was 80 years, 4 months and 4 
days old, and was born in the State 
of New York on November 25th, 1824. 
When but an infant, he accompanied 
his fparents to Fayette county, this 
State, where they settled near Colum­ 
bia. 
He was a son of Jabez and Esther 
Lucas, the former being a native of 
Connecticut and the latter of New 
York. 
Henrv Lucas joined the Christian 
church under the preachings of Elder 
Benjam in /V a nklin 
in 
September, 
1848. 
He was 
immersed 
by Elder 
Thomas Connelly, at Columbia, F a y ­ 
ette county. 
On May 16th, 1850, he was married 
to M artha B. Austen, a native of Bal 
tiinore, Maryland, but then residing 
near Columbia. 
Eight children were 
born to them, three of whom, W il­ 
liam E. Lucas, of Old M exico; George 
A. Lucas and Harry J . Lucas, of this 
city, survive. 
William Lucas lias been 
notified of the death, but will be un 
able to reach this city, on account of 
the four days’ quarantine 
required 
by law. 
Twenty-three years ago Henry Lucas 
and his 
family came to this city, 
where thoy have resided over since. 
During his pearly career. Mr. Lucas’ 
occupation was 
that 
of a 
farmer 
Upon coming here he engaged in the 
insurance business and has been en­ 
gaged in various occupations at differ­ 
ent times. 
He was a faithful member and an 
earnest worker in the church, and was 
prominent in Sunday school circles in 
the State. 
He was a Christian gentle­ 
man, a true friend, a loving father 
and a kind husband. 
He was respect­ 
ed by everyone who had the honor of 
being an acquaintance, and his loss 
w ill be sorely felt. 
The funt-ral services w ill be held 
Saturday morning a t 10 o’clock at the 
Main street Christian church, conduct­ 
ed by the pastor, Rev. 
W. W. Sniff, 
assisted by Rev. W. P. McGarey, pas­ 
tor of the U. P. church. 
The inter­ 
ment w ill take place at Fairview.

St. Petersburg, Mt.rch 30.—An offi­ 
cial news agency says: 
“In spite of 
the (general i clination in favor of con­ 
clusion of the war, Russia has not pro­ 
posed any peace conditions nor pre­ 
pared any such conditions.” 


Washington, 
March 
30.—Neither 
Russia nor Japan have asked Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt to asist them in end­ 
ing the war. 
So far as the Washing­ 
ton government is aware Emperor 
Nicholas has not weakened in his an­ 
nounced decision to prosecute the war 
to the bitter end. 
The genuine wish of the government 
for peace in the far east is not based 
upon 
selfish 
interests. 
American 
financiers have not overloaded them­ 
selves with the bonds of either of the 
belligerent nations. 
^Vashington be­ 
lieves that it is to the advantage of 
both belligerents that the far Eastern 
war come to a speedy end and any­ 
thing that this government can do to 
bring that about will be done gladly. 
From the outset of the war the presi­ 
dent has taken the position, as has 
been repeatedly announced by Secre 
tary Hay, that he will do anything in 
his power to assist Russia and Japan 
to a peaceful basis when his services 
shall be acceptable to the belligerents. 
But it is authoritively stated that no 
official of the Washington government 
la ambitious to pose as* the mediator 
between the czar and mikado. 
It is the feeling here that Russia 
and Japan should negotiate directly 
and avoid an international conference. 
This opinion also prevails in Berlin. 
Indeed, Japan has recently received 
an urgent 
warning against indirect 
negotiations lest they lead to an in­ 
ternational conference, the results of 
which might prove disastrous to the 
interests of both belligerents. 
There 
is authority for the statement that 
France is diligently striving to end 
the war and for six weeks past nego­ 
tiations of the most confidential char­ 
acter have been in progress between 
Paris and St. Petersburg. 
Even dip­ 
lomats of the highest rank have failed 
to obtain from M. Delcasse, the French 
foreign minister* the results of these 
negotiations, but it can be announced 
that 
Count 
Lamsdorff. the Russian 
minister for foreign affairs, has with­ 
in a week admitted that he had in a 
general way outlined to M. Delcasse 
the general terms along which Russia 
might consent to consider peace. 
It 
is said that this move has been in a 
measure blocked by the refusal of 
Japan to give any indication as to 
the peace terms she would accept until 
positively assured in the name of the 
czar himself that Russia is prepared 
to negotiate in good faith for peace. 
Not only does Japan insist on this 
assurance, but she prefers to negoti­ 
ate directly with St. Petersburg. 
With the United States, Germany 
and Japan opposed to an international 
conference to end the war. the belief 
Is strong in Washington that success­ 
ful peace negotiations will date from 
the day St. Petersburg communicates 
with Tokio direct. 
The Washington 
government is alertly watching for 
the opportunity to assist Russia and 
Japan in getting into diplomatic com 
j muni cat ton. 
Thus would an 
inter- 
S national conference be avoided and the 
j United States would be in a better po­ 
sition to insist upon the maintenance 
of the integrity and administrative 
entity of China 
No negotiations in­ 
volving an attack upon this principle 
can be acquiesced In by the United 
States.

The conductors have a freight run one 
week and a passenger run the next. 
The equipment of the Panama ra il­ 
road is old fashioned, but is in excel­ 
lent condition. 
The guage is five feet, 
and some of its cars are equipped with 
air-brakes. 
The ties are 
made 
of 
lignum-vitae wood, which is so hard 
that a spike cannot be driven until a 
hole has been bored through it. 
The 
telegraph poles are made of old rails 
standing on end. 
The first-class fare 
is 9 cents a mile, and the second-class 
fare is 5 cents a mile. 
Baggage cars 
and cabooses are equipped with tele­ 
phones so that a train can stop any 
where and communicate with stations 
along the road.

Washington, March 30.—The first 
practical step having in view the re­ 
organization 
of the 
Panama 
canal 
comm ;:.;ion, v.as taken when, in com­ 
pliance 
v. : h instructions from Presi­ 
dent 
Roosevelt, 
Secretary 
Taft 
re- I 
quested the members of the commis ^ 
sion to tender their resignations. This j 
request was promptly complied with 
by those members of the commission 
now in Washington, and the resigna­ 
tions were placed in the hands of the 
president today. 
The purport of Sec­ 
retary Taft’s letter requesting the res­ 
ignations of the commissioners was 
sent to Major General Geo, W. Davis, 
retired, of the army, the governor of 
the canal zone, and also one of the 
members of the commission, and a 
prompt answer is expected from him. 
As indicated in the letter of Secretary 
Taft, the resignations are requested in 
order that the president may have a 
free hand in reorganizing the commis­ 
sion. 
That the president contemp’nt- j 
ed the reorganization of the commis- j 
sion has been known for some time, 
and he has been in frequent consulta­ 
tion with Secretary Taft as to his fu­ 
ture policy in choosing its personnel 
and directing its work. 
It is believed 
that better results might be aecora- j 
plished by the appointment of a small­ 
er commission than that now existing. 1 
but a recent opinion of Attorney Gen­ 
eral Moody held that under the law ! 
the president was required to name j 
seven members In all. 
The appoint­ 
ments probably will be announced by 
the president during the progress of 
his Southern trip. 
The members of the present com­ 
mission in addition to General Davis 
are Rear Admiral John G. Walker of 
the navy, retired, chairman; William 
Barclay Parsons. William 
H. 
Burr. 
Benjamin M. Harrod and C. Ewaid 
Grunsky. 


According t-o a new law, junk deal­ 
ers are forbidden to purchase either 
directly or indirectly, or by trade, 
barter or exchange, from any person 
under the age of twenty-one, without 
first obtaining the written statement 
of parent^or guardian or of some re­ 
sponsible person, that 
the junk so 
offered for sale has not been stolen. 
Junk dealers must be licensed by the 
clerk of the circuit court, paying a 
license fee of $5. 
They most keep a 
register of all minors 
from whom 
junk is bought, with the consent of 
parent or guardian or certificate of 
the person who certificated for him. 
Any violation of the act is punishable 
by a fine of frodPfl to $500 to which 
may be added, on a second conviction, 
imprisonment in the county ja il for 
no more that ninety davs.

Perhaps nothing 
gives the assessors more trouble than 
does the work of trying to list the 
dogs in a district for taxes. 
The man 
who gets a ll of the dogs in his district 
most be a Sherlock Holmes. 
These 
are days of strenuosity for the various 
species of canines which are supposed 
to have homes. 
These are also the 
happy days of the tax man, and when 
the annual period of dog listing comes 
the canines begin 
to “ enjoy” the 
regular spring moving. 
The township 
assessors and their 
deputies are said to be finding consid­ 
erable trouble in locating the owners 
of dog.

A common practice is 
to »end them to tl»e country, where it 
is thought they can be concealed with 
greater safety. 
Although human beings manifest a 
wonderful attachment for dogs, the 
practice of ¡[dodging the 
assessor is 
general. 
In**a large number of cases 
where the animal is of fine blood or 
where'it is kept as a house dog, it is 
given to the assessor without 
any 
trouble. 
Tha most troublesome canines are 
those who appear to 
have 
neither 
home nor owner but when the assessor 
has gone around, are welcomed back 
as a long lost friend of the family.

It further pro hibits sho o ting o f wild 
water fo wl fro m a steam launch o r 
fro m sunset to sunrise o r between the 
15th day o f April and the first day o t 
the fo llo wing September; also pro hib­ 
its sho o ting mo re than twenty-fo ur 
water fo wl in any o ne day. 
It prevents the sho o ting o f wild 
do ves between the first day o f January 
and the 15th day o f the fo llo wing Au­ 
gust, and between the first day o f Oc­ 
to ber and the lo th day o f the fo llo w­ 
ing No vember, and prevents the sho o t­ 
ing o f squirrels between the first day 
o f January and the first day o f the 
fo llo wing August. 
It defines game birds and makes it 
unlawful to kill, trap, po ssess, sell o r 
purchase any wild bird ex cept English
